A  Tradition  of 

international 

Feminism

International  Women's  Day  is  celebrated 
on  March  8th,  a  day  when  KPFA  again  joins  a 
proud  tradition  of  radicalism  in  this  country 
and  around  the  world  with  a  special  day  of 
programming. 

The  roots  of  International  Women's  Day 
reach  back  to  March  8,  1857.  On  that  day,  on 
the  lower  east  side  of  New  York,  women  gar- 
ment and  textile  workers  went  on  strike,  de- 
manding equal  pay  and  a  ten-hour  work  day. 
Since  many  of  the  women  were  immigrants, 
the  strike  had  an  international  character  from 
the  start.  In  spite  of  national  divisions,  they 
banded  together  and  marched  into  an  upper- 
class  section  of  town  to  protest  t"he  sweatshop 
conditions  of  their  lives.  The  police  attacked. 
Some  women  were  trampled  and  others  were 
arrested.  That  moment  in  history  has  come 
to  symbolize  the  struggles  of  working  women 
all  over  the  world  and  link    them  to  the 
larger  radical  tradition  of  people  collectively 
resisting  injustice  and  struggling  constructively 
for  change. 

Fifty-three  years  after  that  original  strike, 
ai  the  1910  Second  Congress  of  Socialist  Wo- 
men in  Copenhagen,  Denmark,  Clara  Zetkin 
•proposed  that  March  8th  be  chosen  as  Inter- 
national Women's  Day  to  commemorate  the 
New  York  strike  on  that  day  in  1857.  The 
first  "official"  International  Women's  Day 
took  place  in  1911,  during  a  time  embroiled 
with  violent  class  conflict.  The  period  between 
1900  and  1917  witnessed  an  unprecedented 
level  of  labor  activity  among  women  in  gener- 
al, and  especially  women  in  the  garment  in- 
dustry -  a  major  employer  of  female  labor, 
and  one  that  was  characterized,  according  to 
historian  Eleanor  Flexner,  as  having  "nearly 
every  evil  known  to  modern  factory  produc- 


tion at  its  worst."  In  1910,  when  Zetkin  first 
offered  her  proposal  for  the  day,  women 
workers  were  in  the  news  due  to  the  legendary 
"Uprising  of  the  20,000"  of  1909,  which  not 
only  was  the  first  "general  strike"  of  its  kind, 
but  was  also  the  first  really  large  strike  of 
women  workers. 

At  that  time,  workers  in  500  garment  shops 
in  New  York  walked  out,  demanding  equal  pay 
for  equal  work,  child  care  for  working  mothers 
and  the  right  to  vote.  The  street  outside  the 
tiny  office  of  the  International  Ladies  Garment 
Workers'  Union  overflowed  with  young  women 
eager  to  join  the  union.  Meetings  were  con- 
ducted in  three  languages  (English,  Yiddish  and 


Italian)  in  the  24  meeting  halls  needed  to 
accommodate  the  electrified  crowds  of  workers, 
and  still  strikers  spilled  out  into  the  streets. 
An  onlooker  described  the  women  as  "a 
mighty  army  rising  in  the  night  and  demanding 
to  be  heard."  Zetkin  intended  for  International 
Women's  Day  to  embody  that  kind  of  urgency, 
while  commemorating  the  bravery  and  vision 
of  American  working  women. 

Through  this  act  of  solidarity  with  the  organ- 
izing efforts  of  the  American  garment  workers, 
Zetkin  hoped  to  help  develop  a  working  wo- 
men's movement  along  Marxist  lines,  "distinct 
from  and  uncontaminated  by  the  liberal  or 
bourgeois  feminist  movement,"  according  to 
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Maria  Mie  in  her  lecture  on  feminism  in  Europe 
(delivered  at  the  Institute  of  Social  Studies, 
The  Hague,  September  1981).  Mie  said  that 
Zetkin  identified  feminists  with  "bourgeois 
feminism,"  a  name  that  stuck  for  a  long  time 
in  the  minds  of  many  radicals.  And  today, 
class,  race  and  nationality  still  remain  as 
points  of  conflict  within  the  women's  move- 
ment. Yet  at  the  same  time,  the  cross-class, 
cross-race,  and  cross-national  character  of 
woman's  particular  oppression  gives  the  wo- 
men's movement  a  broad-based  social  signifi- 
cance. 

In  fact,  feminist  theoretician  Charlotte 
Bunch  has  said  that  for  global  feminism  today, 
one  goal  is  to  forge  unity  in  the  political 
sphere  based  on  those  differences,  so  that  diver- 
sity of  class,  race,  or  nationality  can  be  seen 
as  a  strength,  rather  than  something  to  be 
destroyed.  This,  according  to  Mie,  is  difficult 
to  do  because  the  establishment  media  works 
to  divide  women  along  class,  race,  and  national 
lines  by  projecting  an  erroneous  image  of 
feminism  as  a  craze  of  disillusioned  white 
middle-class  women  in  affluent  societies,  while 
ignoring  the  women's  movement  in  Africa, 
Asia,  and  Latin  America.  The  actual  history 
of  the  feminist  rebellion  in  the  modern  world, 
stated  Mie,  started  around  the  time  of  the 
French  Revolution  and  has  accompanied  the 
expansion  of  the  industrial  system  all  over  the 
world. 

The  global  nature  of  the  feminist  challenge 
to  the  world  system  is  the  focus  of  Internation- 
al Women's  Day  programming  by  the  KPFA 
Women's  Department.  Our  programs  on  March

The  Irish  in 
San  Francisco

Originating  in  central  Asia,  Celtic  tribes 
fanned  out  across  Europe,  with  the  farthest 
questing  of  them,  the  Gaels,  reaching  the  west- 
ernmost fringe  in  the  Third  Century,  B.C. 
From  the  island  they  called  Eire,  they  gazed 
across  the  gray  Atlantic  and  wove  legends  of 
the  "enchanted  isles  of  the  west,"  the  "island 
of  destiny." 

Their  Gaelic  Irish  culture  flowered  in 
Europe's  dark  ages,  as  Irish  monks  fanned  back 
across  the  continent,  bringing  with  them  classi- 
cal learning  and  finely  honed  skills  of  design 
and  illustration.  In  1 169  AD,  when  the  Nor- 
man Richard  de  Clare,  Earl  of  Pembroke, 
marched  out  of  the  marshes  of  Wales  with  his 


new  weapon,  the  longbow  and  consolidated 
his  military  conquest  with  marriage  to  indi- 
genous aristocracy,  the  long  misery  called 
Anglo-Irish  xfilations  began  its  800  year  his- 
tory. Her  beleaguered  position  as  the  nearest 
neighbor  to  Imperial  Britain  during  all  her 
years  of  Empire-building  placed  Ireland  at  the 
provincial  margins  of  European  history. 

The  nadir  of  that  history  was  reached  in 
the  Great  Starvation  of  the  1840's,  an  event 
almost  incomprehensible  in  its  intensity.  By 
1860,  the  population  of  Ireland  had  been 
reduced  by  half,  the  traditional  cultural  pat- 
terns had  been  shattered,  and  1.7  million  men, 
women  and  children  had  fled  to  the  Gaels' 
"enchanted  isle."  By  the  end  of  the  migration, 
the  Irish  had  sent  a  greater  proportion  of  its 


population  to  America    than  any  other  coun- 
try, a  population  movement  that  was  to  trans- 
form the  character  of  North  America  and 
shift  the  center  of  gravity  of  Irish  history 
to  the  United  States.  It  plunged  the  rural, 
peasant  migrant  into  the  vortex  of  an  urban, 
industrial  and  multi-ethnic  society  wheie 
these  emigrants  became  the  "pioneers  of  the 
American  ghetto." 

It  was  California  that  proved  the  land  of 
destiny.  In  one  of  those  peculiar  and  ironic 
conjunctions  of  history,  the  Great  Starvation 
coincided  with  the  discovery  of  gold  at  Sut- 
ter's Mill  (and  with  the  1848  revolutions  in 
Europe  and  starvation  in  China). 

To  California  they  came  by  the  thousands, 
from  every  continent,  from  every  social  class. 
Historian  Hubert  Howe  Bancroft  wrote,  "It 
was  no  pilgrim  band;  not  an  expedition  for 
dominance  or  territory,  nor  was  it  a  mission- 
ary enterprise,  nor  a  theoretical  republic.  It 
was  a  stampede  of  the  nations,  a  hurried 
gathering  in  a  magnificent  wilderness  for  pur- 
poses of  immediate  gain  by  mining  for  gold." 

This  stampede  was  chronicled  by  J.  Ross 
Browne,  one  of  the  most  versatile  of  San 
Francisco's  early  writers.  He  wrote  fiction, 
satire,  social  commentary  and  travel  books, 
illustrating    them  with  his  own  etchings.  Son 
of  an  Irish  writer  jailed  for  seditious  libel 
and  inciting  revolt  against  English  injustice, 
Browne  was  sensitive  to  California-style  op- 
pression. With  Swiftian  irony,  he  wrote  of  the 
neglect  and  cruelty  and  genocide  visited  upon 
the  Indians,  and  later  on  in  the  1870's  was  to 
rail  against  the  "popular  fallacy"  of  racism 
during  the  anti-Chinese  hysteria  led  by  many 
of  his  own  countrymen.   His  travel  stories  of 


life  in  the  gold  and  silver  mines,  when  a  great 
lottery  for  fortunes  was  being  played  out 
through  the  tedium,  the  fruitless  labor,  the 
loneliness,  the  roisterous  camaraderie,  the 
hoaxes,  the  boasting  and  the  impossible  tall 
tales  of  fantastic  exploits,  make   good  reading 
even  today. 

The  most  successful  of  the  early  Irish  for- 
tunehunters  were  'The  Irish  Silver  Kings," 
James  Flood,  William  O'Brien,  James  Fair  and 
John  MacKay  who  dug  more  than  $500  million 
worth  of  silver  out  of  the  Comstock  lode,  and 
William  Ralston,  who,  through  his  Bank  of 
California,  plundered  that  lode  and  indulged  in 
a  lifestyle  that  has  been  called  "a  study  in  ex- 
cess." 

In  the  five  short  years  after  Mexico  ceded 
California  to  the  United  States  and  Sam  Bran- 
nan's  newspaper  announced  the  discovery  of 
gold,  the  sleepy  village  of  Yerba  Buena  was 
transformed  into  America's  first  "instant  city," 
San  Francisco.  Throughout  the  19th  century, 
the  population  swelled:  57,000  in  1860; 
150,000  by  1870;  and  350,000  by  the  turn  of 
the  century,  when  27%  of  the  inhabitants  were 
of  Irish  descent. 

This  same  increase  contained  the  seeds  of 
friction  and  violence,  for  alongside  the  Irish, 
the  Chinese  had  catapulted  into  second  place. 
Both  groups  had  been  employed  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  railroad  -  the  Chinese  on  the 
Central  Pacific  and  the  Irish  on  the  Union 
Pacific.  With  the  completion  of  the  railroads 
in  1869,  many  workers  made  their  way  to  San 
Francisco.  Both  the  Chinese  and  the  Irish 
were  from  peasant  backgrounds,  struggling  to

I  only  met  Elsa  Knight  Thompson  twice.  By  the  time  I  arrived  at  KPFA,  in  May  of 
1975,  she  was  already  a  legend.  Those  who  knew  her  spoke  of  her  in  awed  tones,  re- 
gardless of  whether  they  had  gotten  along  with  her.  In  the  KPFA  folklore,  she  was 
a  combination  of  Edward  R.  Murrow,  Walter  Cronkite  and  Attila  The  Hun.  I  had  no 
idea  what  she  looked  like,  but  I  was  sure  she  was  somehow  larger-than-life. 

The  first  time  I  saw  Elsa  was  at  a  party  celebrating  the  birth  of  my  friend  Bridget's 
son  in  1979.  Elsa  was  a  close  friend  of  Bridget's  parents,  Ralph  and  Jean  Gleason,  and 
had  been  a  support  for  Jean  after  Ralph  died.  During  the  course  of  the  party,  Jean  had 
taken  me  over  to  a  small  and  rather  frail  looking  elderly  woman.  "Richard,  I'd  like  you 
to  meet  a  friend  of  the  family,  Elsa  Knight  Thompson."  My  jaw  dropped.  Here  she 
was,  in  front  of  me,  the  savior  and  scourge  of  KPFA.  I  sat  down  next  to  her  and  we 
chatted  for  a  while.  The  first  thing  I  noticed  was  her  sharpness.  Her  penetrating  gaze 
prickled  my  spine.  She  talked  a  bit  about  her  feelings  toward  KPFA  -  which  were 
mixed.  She  was  bitter  about  her  final  leave-taking,  and  yet  hopeful  and  positive 
toward  KPFA  and  Pacifica,  as  well  as  listener  sponsored  radio  in  general.  It  had  been 
only  in  the  previous  few  months  that  Paul  Allen  and  Peter  Franck  had  made  overtures 
toward  Elsa  to  try  and  create  a  rapprochement.    She  talked    very  specifically  about  a 
few  people  she  had  worked  with  at  the  station  -  Warren  Van  Orden,  Charles  Amirkhan- 
ian,  Erik  Bauersfeld  -  and  was  rather  intense  in  her  views.  She  seemed  pleased  with  the 
general  direction  of  the  station,  and  was  glad  to  hear  that  subscriptions  were  on  the 
increase. 


The  efforts  of  the  KPFA  Local  Board  to  effect  a  reconcilement  witn  bisa  were  s 
cessful  enough  that  she  paid  a  visit  to  the  station's  Cazadero  retreat  that  summer. 
In  her  speech,  she  talked  about  a  commitment  to  facts  and  the  truth.  It  was  her 
belief  that  facts  speak  for  themselves  —  that  the  truth  comes  to  the  fore.  She  tried  to 
impart  that  idea  among  the  staffers  present,  most  of  whom  had  come  long  after  she 
had  been  retired.  I  had  been  Folio  Editor  then  for  some  seven  months,  and  I  think 
I  secretly  was  having  designs  toward  moving  into  the  commercial  media.  The  Folio 
seemed  like  a  nice,  short  step  before  the  big  time.  She  must  have  picked  urjjon-i 
During  the  course  of  her  speech,  Elsa  noted  the  fact  that  many  KPPft"erscome  to 
the  station,  learn  their  trade,  and  then  move  on  before  the  station  is  able  to  take 
advantage  of  their  newfound  skills.  She  went  on  about  how  special  listener  sponsored 
radio  is,  how  special  KPFA  in  particular  is.  .  .and  how  those  with  talent  should  not 
suddenly  jump  up  and  leave,  but  should  help  in  the  station's  growth.  While  she  was 
saying  this,  she  was  looking  me  straight  in  the  eye.  What  can  I  say  -  four  years  later. 
I'm  still  here.    That,  of  course,  is  not  due  to  Elsa  -  but  whenever  I've  thought  about 
leaving,  I  can  hear  her  voice  in  my  head,  and  I  think  twice. 

Other  than  those  two  times  -  at  the  party  and  at  Cazadero  -  I  never  met  Elsa 
again.  I  heard  her,  along  with  KPFA's  listeners,  during  the  station's  anniversary  dinner 
last  April  when  she  was  the  first  recipient  of  the  Lewis  Hill  Award.  Though  in  the 
hospital,  her  voice  sounded  alert  and  her  words  were  cogent.  She  made  an  impression 
on  all  those  who  had  never  heard  her  before. 

In  the  few  days  since  her  death,  I've  talked  to  people  who  worked  here  with  Elsa. 
In  death,  as  in  life,  she  remains  controversial.  It  seems,  from  the  vantage  point  of 
observer,  that  the  severance  of  Elsa's  connection  with  the  station  is  related  to  two 
things:  the  zigging  and  zagging  of  station  politics,  and  Elsa's  indomitable  personality. 
If  the  station  did  not  have  its  political  eruptions,  if  Elsa  had  mellowed  over  the  years  - 
then  those  of  us  who  never  did  hear  her  journalistic  talent  at  work,  in  the  present, 
might  have  been  privileged  to  watch  her  in  action.  And  for  that  I  feel   angry  and 
sorrowful. 

At  the  close  of  her  speech  last  April,  Elsa  raised  her  figurative  wineglass  and  said, 
"So,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  tonight  I  give  you  Lew  Hill,  founder  of  Pacifica  and  radio 
station  KPFA,  and  all  the  wonderful  beautiful  people  that  I  had  the  privilege  of  work- 
ing with  down  through  the  years."  And  raising  my  own  figurative  wineglass,  all  I 
can  say  is:  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen,  I  give  you  Elsa  Knight  Thompson.

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IMPORTANCE  OF  WOMEN'S  DEPT. 

Women's  Department: 

I  want  to  tell  you  how  much  I  appreciate  your 
rebroadcast  of  Mary  Daly's  May  1980  speech 
at  Berkeley  from  her  book  Gynecology.  I  had 
taped  this  speech  from  the  Women  '$  Magazine 
several  months  ago,  but  did  not  get  the  whole 
text.  I  also  enjoyed  Judy  Grahn's  "Sacred 
Blood,  The  Curse  and  Beyond"  essay  from  Poli- 
tics of  Women 's  Spirituality. 

The  content  of  your  programs  are  of  special, 
but  hard-to-explain  interest  to  me.  I  am  a  35 
year  old  single  male  father  to  a  10  year  old 
daughter.  My  daughter's  mother  is  not  availa- 
ble as  a  role  model  so  I  regularly  have  her 
spend  as  much  time  as  possible  with  both  her 
grandmothers  and  women  friends  who  view 
being  female  as  positive.  I've  long  wondered 
how  my  being  a  man  has  prejudiced  my  think- 
ing/behaviors in  a  way  that  would  be  harmful 
to  my  daughter.  Judy  Grahn  and  Mary  Daly's 
speeches/writings  have  helped  a  great  deal.  1 
have  been  working  with  several  women  friends 
to  prepare  a  first  menstruation  celebration  for 
my  daughter  when  that  time  comes:  I  should 
not  and  won't  be  involved  in  this  celebration 
but  am  thankful  for  Judy  Grahn's  idea  of  this 
rite  of  passage. 

I  also  work  as  an  outpatient  counselor  in  a 
community  mental  health  center  and  facilitate 
a  men's  support  group  made  up  primarily  of 
recovering  male  alcoholics.  Issues  discussed  are 
often  relationships  with  women.  I  found  it 
fascinating  how  blatantly  sexist  men  could 
convincingly  say  they  were,  for  women's 
equality  when  it  seemed  clear  to  me  they  were 
light-years  away  from  understanding  the  same 
issue.  I  then  faced  a  typical  male  problem^ 
Where  do  I  go  to  find  out  what  I  don't  know 
about  women's  experience  of  life? 

KPFA  and  the  work  of  the  women's  dept.  has 
been  very  helpful.  Discussion  in  the  men's 
group  about  relations  with  women,  equal  rights 
and  feminism  have  come  a  lot  closer  to  reality, 
and  as  a  side  effect  the  group  members  and  I 
are  capable  of  behaving  more  fully  human  than 
any  of  us  knew  was  possible.  From  the  aware- 
ness brought  by  your  programs  1  hope  this  will 
aid  my  parenting  so  my  daughter  has  more 
choices,  chances  in  life  while  holding  onto  all 
her  power  as  a  woman.

8th  bring  you  the  voices  of  women  challenging 
the  established  priorities  in  countries  as  dis- 
parate as  Chile,  Poland,  Azania  (South  Africa), 
Australia,  Mexico,  Greece,  China  and  right  here 
in  the  United  States. 

"Women's  Issues",  narrowly  defined,  do  not 
solely  dominate  the  direction  of  this  internation- 
al movement.  Peace,  health,  the  environment, 
racism  -  everything  is  a  women's  issue  in  terms 
of  global  feminism.  Charlotte  Bunch  states  that 
"there  is  absolutely  nothing,  from  budgets  to 
biogenetics  to  wife-beating  to  butterflies,  about 
which  there  is  not  a  feminist  perspective." 
Bunch  herself  wants  to  develop  a  feminist 
national  budget  to  explicitly  demonstrate  al- 
ternative priorities. 


Last  year  in  Rome,  feminists  made  world 
peace  the  theme  of  International  Women's  Day. 
On  March  8th,  representatives  from  eighteen 
different  countries  attended  a  women's  con- 
ference to  explore  strategies  for  disarmament 
and  peace.  The  Italian  organizers  had,  as  their 
aim,  the  formulation  of  a   scheme  for  working 
together,  internationally,  within  the  women's 
movement,  toward  realistic  plans  for  peace. 
Combined  with  the  women's  anti-nuclear  move- 
ment, the  international  peace  movement  repre- 
sents the  fastest  growing  force  within  the 
women's  movement  today.  Women's  groups 
across  Europe  have  mobilized  around  the  peace 
issue,  with  massive  marches  and  letter-writing 
campaigns.  For  example,  three  Norwegian 


women  in  an  organization  called  "Women  for 
Peace"  initiated  a  march  of  10,000  people  in- 
to Paris  on  Hiroshima  Day  of  1981. 

Anti-nuclear  activist  Helen  Caldicott  states 
that  women  who  have  never  heard  of  liberation 
suddenly  become  tremendously  powerful  and 
politically  involved  in  the  on-going  effort  to 
prevent  nuclear  holocaust  as  soon  as  they  un- 
derstand the  horrendous  consequences  of 
nuclear  war  and  nuclear  power.  By  participat- 
ing in  anti-nuclear  campaigns,  "more  women 
are  gaining  the  opportunity  to  question  eco- 
nomic and  social  structures  leading  to  nuclear 
war,  which  in  turn  leads  to  questioning 
traditional  roles  imposed  by  a  patriarchal 
society."  So  states  a  group  called  "Women 
for  a  Nuclear  Free  World,"  based  in  Australia. 

Helping  to  augment  the  flow  of  informa- 
tion through  the  international  women's  move- 
ment are  two  groups.  Connexions,  based  in 
Oakland,  is  an  international  women's  quarter- 
ly. Its  staff  keeps  abreast  of  global  develop- 
ments through  newspapers  published  around 
the  world,  and  translates  items  for  English- 
speaking  consumption.  In  addition,  Isis  is 
the  women's  international  information  and 
communication  service.  It  is  based  in  Switzer- 
land and  Italy. 

Programming  for  International  Women's 
Day  cannot  really  begin  to  scratch  the  surface 
of  the  global  women's  movement.  At  best,  we 
strive  to  bring  you  a  broad  geographical  mix, 
focusing  on  women  who  have  often  been 
neglected,  but  who  are  perhaps  becoming  the 
new  "mighty  army  rising  in  the  night  and 
demanding  to  be  heard." 

Viola  Ziyambe,  from  the  Department  of 
Women's  Affairs  of  the  Pan-Africanist  Congress 
of  Azania, says  that  International  Women's  Day 
has  ignored  African  women  for  too  long. 
Several  of  KPFA's  programs  on  that  day 
feature  African  women.  One  program  will  ex- 
plore the  meaning  of  womanhood  for  native 
California  women. 

Beyond  International  Women's  Day,  regu- 
lar programs  of  the  KPFA  Women's  Depart- 
ment, such  as  Majority  Report  on  Thursdays 
at  8:00  pm  and  Women's  Magazine,  Saturdays 
at  12  noon.continually  reach  out  to  and  broad- 
cast the  issues  and  voices  of  progressive  wo- 
men from  the  widest  possible  spectrum.  In 
addition,  KPFA  airs  numerous  programs  de- 
voted to  women  in  music  and  the  arts,  both 
in  the  United  States  and  the  world.  In  a  way. 
every  day  is  International  Women's  Day  for 
the  KPFA  Women's  Department. 

There  is  a  central  irony  to  this  celebration 
of  International  Women's  Day.  While  radical 
European  women  initiated  the  day  as  a  tribute 
to  American  working  women,  the  United 


States  does  not  commemorate  the  holiday 
officially.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  celebrated 
in  Socialist  countries,  and  has  been  since 
191 1.  But  according  to  Polish  feminist  Urzula 
Wislanka,  whose  voice  will  be  heard  on  KPFA 
March  8th,     these  countries  celebrate  the  day 
in  a  perfunctory  manner,  devoid  of  authentic 
political  meaning  and  detached  from  its 
radical  roots.  Wislanka  adds  that  Western 
feminists  seem  to  be  regenerating  the  tradition 
of  radicalism  is  their  <>\\  n  celebrations  of 
the  day. 

Come  celebrate  with  KPFA  on  March  8th 
and  throughout  the  entire  month,  and  join 
that  regenerating  tradition. 


International  Women 's  Day  is  celebrated  on 
KPFA  on  March  8th  from  9:00  am  til  11:00 
pm.  In  addition,  the  KPFA  Women's 
airs  'Majority  Report'  every  ThuisdiyaiTFOO 
pm  and  'Women's Magazine' every  Saturday 
at  12:00  noon.

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The  Revolutionary  Legacy  of 


Elsa 

Knight 

Thompson

Elsa  Knight  Thompson,  whose  unique  radio 
personality  and  voice  reached  millions  of 
people  around  the  world,  gave  many  years  of 
her  life  to  KPFA  and  the  other  Pacifica  stations. 
Elsa  died  on  the  early  morning  of  February  12, 
1983,  and  it  has  fallen  to  me  to  attempt  to 
summarize  her  life  and  work  in  the  pages  of 
the  Folio. 

Elsa  was  a  revolutionary,  and  I,  who  knew 
her  well  and  loved  her  deeply,  am  sure  this  is 
how  she  would  want  us  to  understand  her 
immense  contribution.  A  radical,  in  the  sense 
that  Marx  meant  when  he  said,  to  paraphrase, 
"to  be  radical  means  to  go  to  the  root  of 
things,  and  at  the  root  of  things  are  people 
themselves."  A  revolutionary  too,  in  the 
sense  that  Che  Guevara  meant  when  he  said, 
"let  me  say,  at  the  risk  of  seeming  ridiculous, 
that  the  true  revolutionary  is  guided  by  feel- 
ings of  great  love."  There  was  a  very  special 
place  in  Elsa's  heart  for  children.  Although 
unable  to  have  children  of  her  own,  many 
were  among  her  dearest  friends,  and  she  had 
vowed  from  an  early  age  to  make  the  world 
a  better  place  for  all  children. 

Raised  in  Seattle,  amidst  the  upsurge  of 
social  movement  represented  by  the  intense 
labor  struggles  of  the  IWW,  an  upsurge  that 
gave  birth  to  many  outstanding  individuals, 
such  as  John  Reed  and  Louise  Bryant  of 
Reds  fame,  Elsa,  whose  father  was  a  journalist, 
grew  up  in  a  household  percolating  with  ideas 
and  controversy.  She  was  steeled  in  the  de- 
pression, working  to  help  support  the  family 
instead  of  pursuing  her  higher  education.  She 
began  as  a  print  journalist,  writing  articles  for 
the  New  Statesman  and  Nation^  and  developed 
a  keen  interest  in  international  politics.  Her 
second  marriage,  to  a  British  professor  and 
diplomat,  took  her  to  England  and  the  conti- 
nent. She  was  in  Rumania  just  before  World 
War  II,  where  she  saw  rabid  anti-Semitism 
first-hand  and  risked  her  life  in  personal  de- 
fense of  Jewish  friends  to  whom  she  was 
teaching  English.  She  clearly  foresaw  the  con- 
flict to  come,  returned  to  visit  her  family  in 
the  United  States,  and  then,  as  war  broke 
out,  returned  on  a  dangerous  voyage  to 
Britain,  armed  with  a  strong  sense  of  mission, 
that  she  would  do  all  she  could  to  defeat 
fascism.  She  headed  a  program  for  the  evacu- 
ation of  British  -hildren  to  the  United  States 
as  the  Nazi  blitz  rained  down. 

Speaking  to  friends  about  the  British 
reaction  to  the  bombing,  one  suggested  that 
she  make  a  tape  for  the  BBC  on  her  observa- 
tions. Soon  she  was  asked  to  go  on  the  air 
regularly.  At  the  BBC  during  the  war  years 
and  through  the  early  1950's,  Elsa  becarhean

extraordinary  radio  journalist  and  program 
producer,  heading  the  International  Affairs 
desk  of  a  program  that  reached  20  million 
people  around  the  world,  interviewing  cabinet 
ministers  and  soldiers  returning  from  the 
front,  passing  on  her  knowledge  and  skills 
to  young  journalists  like  Edward  R.  Murrow 
and  Charles  Collingwood.  Her  program  was  the 
first  to  broadcast  details  of  Hitler's  death 
camps,  as  she  and  the  BBC  played  a  central 
role  in  the  struggle  against  fascism  -  using  the 
weapon  of  communication. 

In  fact,  if  there  is  one  word  that  can  say  it 
all,  it  is  communication,  for  at  the  heart  of 
Elsa's  revolutionary  legacy  is  the  affirmation 
of  the  power  of  communication  to  help  change 
the  world,  what  Malcolm  X  called  "the  power 
of  truth."  As  Elsa  said  in  one  interview,  "I 
genuinely  believe  that  the  truth  can  make  us 
free.  I  have  tremendous  respect  for  the  intelli- 
gence^ people,  and  if  you  don't  inform  them 
how  can  you  respect  their  judgement  when 
they  make  it?  I  never  assumed  that  an  audience 
knew  anything.  I  mean  that  factually.  Always 
review  your  facts.  But  I  never  assumed  an  audi- 
ence was  stupid,  I  never  talked  down  to  an 
audience,  in  my  life,  ever,  about  anything. 
This  nice-babe-eat-up-the-farina-and-mommy- 
will-tell-you-a-bedtime-story  voice  that  some 
of  these  so-called  broadcasters  use,  talking 
down  to  their  audience,  I  would  not  tolerate 
it  on  the  air.  People  would  say,  'what  level  do 
you  want  this  at?'  and  I  always  said,  'your 
own,  if  you  have  one.'  " 

Before  Elsa  came  to  KPFA  in  1957,  she  was 
a  staff  member  at  the  first  listener  supported 
station  in  the  U.S.,  in  Washington,  D.C.  That 


experiment  failed,  but  some  of  its  lessons  were 
adapted  by  Lew  Hill,  KPFA's  founder.  Elsa 
was  instrumental  in  establishing  the  news  and 
public  affairs  departments  at  KPFA,  an  enor- 
mous and  far-reaching  accomplishment  in  it- 
self. She  also  provided  deep  and  far-sighted 
political  leadership  through  the  repression  of 
the  1950's,  and  the  many  movements  of  the 
1960's,  the  anti-capital  punishment  movement, 
the  struggles  against  the  House  UnAmerican 
Activities  Committee,  and  then  the  civil  rights 
movement,  the  student  movement,  the  move- 
ment against  the  war  in  Vietnam.  She  inter- 
viewed thousands  of  people  and  was  the 
primary  producer  of  hundreds  of  outstanding 
documentaries. 

Always  a  powerful  and  controversial  per- 
sonality, with  great  charisma,  an  unstinting 
and  tough  adherence  to  principle,  Elsa 
became  involved  in  the  internal  disputes  at 
the  station  and  in  the  Pacifica  Foundation. 
Fired  in  1964  in  a  political  move  to  the  right, 
she  was  rehired  when  the  staff  went  on  strike 
to  protest.  Near  the  end  of  her  career  at  KPFA, 
she  was  made  assistant  manager,  and  had 
earlier  served  in  similar  capacities  at  the  Los 
Angeles  and  New  York  stations,  helping  to 
resolve  disputes  that  threatened  their  existence. 
I,  and  many  others,  were  deeply  distressed 
by  the  injustice  involved  in  the  way  she  was 
finally  removed  from  the  station,  and  I  was 
happy  to  see  the  wheel  come  full  circle  last 
year  when  her  contributions  were  recognized 
and  she  received  the  first  annual  Lew  Hill 
Award  for  excellence  in  broadcasting,  given  by 
KPFA  on  the  occasion  of  its  33rd  anniversary. 
As  she  said,  fortunately  the  whole  is  greater 
than  the  sum  of  its  parts,  and  somehow,  de- 
spite constant  tension  and  turmoil,  KPFA  kept 
afloat. 

The  real  measure  of  Elsa's  contribution  will 
be  seen  as  KPFA  airs  many  of  her  programs 
in  the  coming  weeks.  Her  skill  as  an  editor, 
her  ability  to  help  someone  being  interviewed 
communicate  the  essence  of  their  message 
to  the  audience  -  you  will  be  able  to  hear  for 
yourself.  Less  known  is  her  constant  commit- 
ment to  and  support  of  new  and  rising  voices  - 
from  the  Freedom  Riders  to  the  Black  Panther 
Party,  from  the  struggle  against  fascism  to 
the  establishment  of  Women  for  Peace.  In  later 
years,  she  worked  with  the  Pacific  News  Service 
and  helped  found  the  Media  Alliance.  Less 
known,  too,  is  her  great  ability  to  teach,  to 
pass  on  the  lessons  of  radio  production  and 
communication,  and  she  has  been  a  major  in- 
fluence in  the  lives  and  careers  of  hundreds  of 
individuals  who  have  gone  on  to  make  their 
own  contributions  in  the  fields  of  media, 
politics,  culture  and  art. 

There  is  much  more  to  say,  and  I  hope  to  be 
able  to  say  more  of  it  when  I  complete  her 
autobiography,  which  we  were  working  on  be- 
fore her  death.  If  there  are  people  in  the  audi- 
ence who  remember  a  program  or  event  in  her 
life  which  they  wish  to  share  with  me,  please 
contact  me  c/o  KPFA.  There  is  so  much  to  say 
. .  .for  now  let  this  poem  stand  as  tribute  to  a 
truly  great  individual  who  gave  so  much  of  her- 
self to  all  of  us: 


FOR  ELSA,  WITH  LOVE 

The  first  time 

I  ever  heard 

Your  voice 

I  listened  and  I  learned 

And  a  great  wheel 

Within  me  turned 

And  later 

When  we  worked  together 

In  troubled  times 

Through  stormy  weather 

Our  voices  joined

To  sing  resistance  song 

Yes,  Elsa,  we  have  always  shared 

A  tender  love  of  truth 

A  sense  of  reaching  out  respectfully 

A  deep  and  very  very  special 

Spiritual  communication

No  matter  where  our  bodies  may  reside 

Because 

When  I  am 

At  the  microphone 

You  are  always 

At  my  side 

Whether  it  is 

You  or  I  who 

Say  the  words

Transmitting  through  us 

That  spreads 

Its  energies  so  far  and  wide 

In  this  our  quest 

To  heal  the  human  soul 

Through  true  communication 

You  have  been  my  greatest  teacher

And  should  you  die

For  all  of  us  to  do 
Is  to  let  your  spirit 
Help  us  through 
By  always 
Staying  tuned  to  you. 
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survive  in  urban  settings,  both  in  direct  compe- 
tition for  similar  jobs  —  heavy  labor  and 
domestic  work.  The  Irish-dominated  building 
trades  had  just  succeeded  in  securing  the  pas- 
sage of  an  8-hour  work  day,  but  a  depression  in 
the  East  had  sent  many  west  looking  for  jobs, 
and  all  the  hard-won  concessions  were  not  en- 
forced. The  time  was  ripe  for  confrontation, 
and  The  Workingman's  Party,  under  Irish 
demagogue  Dennis  Kearney,  led  the  near-po- 
grom of  the  Chinese  in  1877-78. 

The  Irish  experience  in  their  final  western 
surge  was  qualitatively  different  than  that  of 
their  cousins  who  remained  on  the  Eastern 
Seaboard.  Even  from  the  beginning,  the  Irish 
were  the  most  highly  politicized  group  within 
San  Francisco's  polyglot  populations.  There 
were  several  reasons  for  this.  Paramount,  of 
course,  was  the  lack  of  a  dominant  Anglo- 
Saxon  elite,  such  as  in  Boston  and  New  York, 
who  ascribed  to  them  an  inferior  position. 
San  Francisoc  was  an  open,  hospitable  city  in 
a  way  that  structured  Boston  could  never  be. 
What  social  pyramid  existed  in  San  Francisco 
was  based  on  gold  and  silver,  not  on  pedigree. 

A  second  significant  factor  was  religion.  In 
San  Francisco,  America's  19th  century  religious 
intolerance  against  Catholics  was  muted,  if  not 
entirely  silenced.  In  the  1850's,  the  Know 
Nothings  and  the  Vigilantes  found  their  nativ- 
ist  theories  having  tough  going  against  the 
large  Catholic  and  foreign-born  population. 
And  in  the  1890's,  the  American  Protective 
Society  (urging,  in  a  time  of  economic  depres- 
sion that  only  Protestants  be  hired  for  scarce 
jobs)  was  royally  routed  by  Fr.  Peter  Yorke, 
who  infiltrated  their  meetings  and  lambasted 
the  nativist  preachers  with  great  wit  and  ex- 
coriating language  in  the  pages  of  his  paper  and 
on  public  podiums. 
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The  Irish  who  came  west  tended  to  be  old- 
er than  other  immigrants  and  were  more  likely 
to  come  in  family  units.  Because  of  the  horror 
of  their  experience  in  America's  other  cities, 
they  came  to  stay  —  rather  than,  like  other 
immigrants  from  the  east/planning  to  strike  it 
rich  and  move  back  home.  The  nucleus  of  the 
foreign-born  community,  the  Irish  were  on  the 
ground  floor  of  a  new  urbanization,  having 
learnt  how  to  make  the  system  work.  Immi- 
grant Peter  Donahue  established  San  Francisco's 
first  iron  foundry  and  built  the  city's  street- 
lighting  system.  Engineer  Jasper  O'Farrell 
laid  out  the  grid  for  the  city's  streets,  and  was 
forced  to  flee  for  his  life  to  Sonoma  by  irate 
landholders  angered  by  his  widening  of  Market 
Street.  By  1870,  there  were  27  Irish  bankers 
in  San  Francisco,  while  the  demographically 
larger  Philadelphia  had  only  four. 

But  while  a  few  notables  penetrated  the 
elite  financial  structures  in  banking  and  indus- 
try, the  bulk  of  the  Irishmen  were  laborers, 
and  the  women  domestics.  And  in  an  age 
when  labor  exploitation  was  the  rule,  San 
Francisco's  Irish-controlled  labor  building 
trades  were  the  exception.  San  Francisco  was 
truly  a  union  town,  and  the  Irish  provided 
leadership  in  all  the  struggles  and  strikes  that 
made  it  such.  Kate  Kennedy  fought,  for  five

years,  for  equal  pay  tor  teachers,  and  in  1874 
finally  succeeded  in  having  a  California  state 
law  passed  which  stated  that  "females  employed 
as  teachers  in  public  schools  of  this  state  shall 
in  all  cases  receive  the  same  compensation  as 
allowed  male  teachers. .  ."  She  was  thus  the 
first  woman  anywhere  in  the  world  to  receive 
equal  pay  for  equal  work  as  a  salaried  em- 
ployee. In  1885,  socialist  Frank  Roney  formed 
what  was  probably  the  first  federation  of 
unions  when  he  organized  the  Representative 
Council  of  Iron  Trades.  He  was  also  largely 
responsible  for  San  Francisco's  first  Labor  Day 
parade  in  May  of  1886.  In  the  Pullman  Strike 
of  1 894,  nearly  half  the  strikers  were  Irish 
Catholic.  In  1901,  battling  labor  priest  Fr. 
Peter  Yorke  was  active  union  spokesperson  and 
leader  in  a  strike  that  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
longest,  bloodiest  and  most  important  labor - 
employee  struggles  in  California  history.  In 
1916,  Tom  Mooney,  leader  of  the  left  wing  of 
the  California  Federation  of  Labor,  was  tried 
and  convicted  of  bombing  a  Preparedness  Day 
parade.  The  trial  and  retrial  dominated  public 
consciousness  for  the  next  twenty  years,  and 
became  a  symbol  of  the  class  warfare  tearing 
America  apart.  The  most  powerful  voice  of 
the  labor  strife  in  the  1930's  was  Mission-born 
Mike  Quin,  pamphleteer,  columnist,  radio 
broadcaster,  journalist  -  who,  for  14  years, 
wrote  a  million  words  a  year  in  support  of  the 
"ordinary  working  man."  (sic) 

The  one  field  the  Irish  claimed  from  the 
start  was  politics.  A  decade  before  they 
managed  to  win  elections  in  the  East,  they 
were  gaining  elected  offices  on  the  West  Coast. 
David  Broderick  served  as  U.S.  Senator  until 
his  death  in  a  duel  in  1859.  "Blind  Boss"  Chris 
Buckley  was  undisputed  leader  of  San  Francis- 
co democracy  from  1882  to  1891,  and  the 
most  powerful  figure  in  state  politics.  He  was 
ousted  by  James  Phelan,  who  emerged  in  the 
1890's  as  Buckley's  antithesis,  and  was  leader 
of  a  new  breed  of  urban  politicians.  Up  until 
World  War  II,  when  the  Irish  began  to  cede 
their  old  neighborhoods  -  the  Mission,  Noe 
Valley  and  Potrero  Hill  —  to  later  immigrants 
and  moved  to  the  anonymity  of  the  suburbs, 
they  held  a  controlling  grip  on  City  Hall. 

In  no  other  American  city,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  New  Orleans,  was  Catholicism  so  early 
an  established  and  respected  part  of  the  civic 
structure  as  it  was  in^an  Francisco.  The  de- 
velopment of  the  Catholic  Church  here  has 
been  totally  intertwined  with  that  of  its  most 
visible  element,  the  American  Irish.  Patrick 
William  Riordan  was  appointed  Archbishop  in 
1884,  taking  over  from  the  last  Spanish  prelate, 
Joseph  Sadoc  Alemany.  Alongside  its  tradition- 
ally overwhelming  conservatism,  it  is  here  that 
the  radical  tradition  in  the  Church  has  been 
been  most  clearly  developed. 

The  Irish  community  is  now  dispersed 
throughout  the  entire  Bay  Area.  The  United 
Irish  Cultural  Center,  buik  by  volunteer  labor 
in  the  1970's,  is  the  focus  of  some  2000  mem- 
bers who  drive  out  to  the  Avenues  for  the 
social  occasions.  The  new  Irish  immigrant  no 
longer  must  make  the  long  trek  via  boat  and 
train.  Ceilis  no  longer  take  place  in  the  back 
rooms  and  basements  of  the  Mission  and  Rich- 
mond districts,  though  if  you  know  the  right 
pubs,  you  can  still  catch  the  strains  of  a  fiddlers 
lament  or  a  rousing  chorus.  And  on  St.  Patrick's 
Day,  the  bars  fill  to  overflowing  with  the 
nostalgic  "Irish  for  a  day." 

The  Irish  have  always  lived  in  their  imagina- 
tion and  memory,  and  the  San  Francisco  they 
now  possess  in  large  part  is  the  San  Francisco 
of  memory.  For  as  columnist  Kevin  Starr  wrote: 

.  .  .here  on  the  Pacific  shore  was  their 
promised  land,  where  their  long-oppressed 
culture  and  Catholicism,  their  long-starved 
hunger  for  land  and  their  hopes  for 
social  dignity  and  a  voice  in  their  own 
governance  might  be  brought  to 
fruition  safe  from  British  -  or  Yankee  - 
repression.

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BATTERED  WOMEN 


One  of  the  fust  things  I  did  when  I  began 
my  Domestic  Violence  series  was  to  read  Del 
Martin's  book,  Battered  Wives.  As  I  read,  I 
kept  saying  "that's  the  way  /  was!"  and  "that's 
the  way  /  feel!"  Then  I  read  Battered  Women 
by  Dr.  Lenore  Walker,  and  felt  like  my  own 
life  was  bouncing  out  of  the  pages  at  me.  As 
time  went  on,  I  interviewed  other  ex-battered 
women,  and  after  about  four  interviews,  I 
realized  we  were  all  telling  the  same  story, 
though  with  different  circumstances.  None  of 
us  had  self-esteem;  we  were  all  afraid  to  tell 
anyone  -  for  fear  of  more  violent  attacks; 
we  all  needed  help  to  get  out,  and  we  all  had 
a  feeling  thai  now  we  wanted  to  tell  other  men 
and  women  there  are  solutions  available  to 
both. 

On  Thursday,  March  10th,  at  12  noon,  I 
present  my  half-hour  Collage  of  Battered  Wo- 
men. When  1  originally  prepared  the  tape,  last 
June,  I  was  still  extremely  emotionally  in- 
volved and  hud  many  nightmares  and  bad  emo- 
tional moments.  Preparing  it  was  physically 
and  emotionally  draining.  Please  write  to  me, 
RanaLee,  KPFA,  2207  Shattuck  Ave., 
Berkeley  94704,  if  it  sounds  familiar  to  you 
or  if  you  have  a  story  to  tell;  if  you  like  what 
I  am  doing;  if  you  have  ideas  for  future  shows, 
etc. 

The  program's  theme,  She  Sits  On  The 
Table,  was  written  and  sung  by  Tom  Paxton.  I 
have  recently  written  him  and  asked  if  I  can 
interview  him  to  find  out  why  he  wrote  such  a 
sensitive  song. 

I  have  changed  a  great  deal  since  beginning 
my  programs.  I  underwent  much  therapy  with 
Miriam  Levine  and  Dr.  Helmet  Relinger,  and  I 
am  a  much  stronger  person  for  it.  I  am  now  a 
producer  with  an  open  mind,  exploring  new 
areas  of  thought. 

Coming  in  April,  I  will  present  a  program  en- 
titled Women  and  Alcohol.  There  are  many  wo- 
men  who  batter  their  husbands  and  children 
under  the  influence  of  alcohol.  If  anyone  has 
ideas  or  is  willing  to  be  interviewed,  please 
write  to  me.

DAUGHTERS  OF  ERIN 

On  the  March  1st  Morning  Reading,  KPFA 
presents  members  of  Lilith,  a  Woman's  Theatre, 
reading  works  by  and  about  certain  valiant 
Irish  political  and  cultural  figures  who  were 
also  women.  Lilith  is  currently  presenting  the 
world  premiere  of  its  original  play.  Daughters 
of  Erin,  written  by  Carolyn  Myers  and  Eliza- 
beth Roden.  Myers  is  Lilith's  Artistic  Director. 

Daughters  of  Erin  is  concerned  with  the 
heroic  choices,  personal  and  political,  made 
by  certain  Irish  women  involved  in  the  1916 
Easter  Uprising.  One  woman,  Hanna  Sheejty- 
Skeffington,  was  a  noted  suffragist  and  paci- 
fist. Her  pacifist  husband  was  executed  by  the 
British  during  the  insurrection,  leaving  her 
to  profoundly  question  her  own  pacifism. 
Another,  the  Countess  Constance  de  Markie- 
vicz,  gave  up  her  privileged  position  and  dedi- 
cated her  life  to  the  Irish  fight  for  indepen- 
dence. She  was  the  first  woman  elected  to 
the  British  parliament  and  the  first  woman 
cabinet  minister  in  Western  Europe.  A  fiery, 
beautiful,  and  compassionate  woman,  she 
remains  an  inspirational  figure  to  Irish 
nationalists.  However,  her  relationship  with 
her  only  daughter  was  strained  and  compro- 
mised by  the  life  she  chose. 

On  the  other  hand,  Maud  Gonne,  Irish 
patriot  and  rebel,  resolved  to  go  into  exile 
rather  than  lose  custody  of  her  children.  In 
so  doing,  she  was  absent  from  Ireland  at  the 
time  of  the  uprising  she  had  done  so  much  to 
foment. 

Gonne  was  also  the  founder  of  a  feminist 
theatre  troupe.  Daughters  of  Erin,  and  Lilith 
uses,  in  its  play,  interludes  both  comic  and 
musical,  as  they  might  have  been  performed 
by  the  original  Daughters,  to  punctuate  and 
illustrate  the  play. 

Gonne,  herself,  gained  notoriety  as  an 
actress  for  the  one  role  she  performed, 
Kathleen  N'Houlihan,  in  the  play  of  the  same 
name  by  William  Butler  Yeats.  Gonne  was 
the  great  love  of  Yeats'  life   (a  passion  she 
never  apparently  reciprocated)  and  most  of 
his  love  poems  are  to  her.  Her  son,  once  Ire- 
land's Foreign  Minister,  Sean  MacBride,  was 


one  of  the  founders  ol  Amnesty  International. 

The  characters  in  Lilith's  play  are  pacifists, 
nationalists,  suffragists  and  socialist  internation- 
alists. The  play  is  distinctly  political  but  never 
didactic. 

Lilith  performs  the  Daughters  of  Erin 
through  March  20th  at  the  Peoples  Theatre 
Coalition  at  Fort  Mason.  On  March  24th,  the 
show  opens  for  a  two-week  run  at  the  Julia 
Morgan  Center  Theatre  in  Berkeley.  Group 
sales  discounts  are  available.

EZRA  POUND'S  "NEW"  OPERA: 
Premieres  March  28th 

Early  last  month  in  San  Francisco  after  I 
had  finished  taping  an  interview  with  guitarist- 
composer  Frank  Zappa,  we  began  to  compare 
notes  on  our  favorite  obscure  experimental 
composers.  After  asking  me  about  Leo  Orn- 
stein's  Wild  Man's  Dance,  Zappa  queried, 
"Have  you  heard  those  fantastic  violin  sonatas 
by  George  Antheil?" 

Not  only  had  I  heard  them,  I  had  literally 
exhumed  them  from  the  closet  of  the  compo- 
ser's widow,  Boske,  in  Los  Angeles  in  1970, 
for  an  all-Antheil  concert  co-sponsored  by 
KPFA  at  U.C.  Berkeley's  Hertz  Hall.  But  to 
think  that  the  two  recordings  now  commercial- 
ly released  of  these  pieces  have  attracted  atten- 
tion from  Dutch  jazz  composer  Willem  Breuker 
and  now  Frank  Zappa,  not  to  mention  those 
whom    one  would  expect,  was  really  an  un- 
believable surprise. 

It  brought  to  mind  the  remarkable  experi- 
ence I  had  had  this  past  August,  visiting  in 
Venice  with  the  venerable  octogenarian  from 
whom  Antheil  had  gained  and  then  composed 
these  works  in  1923.  Olga  Rudge,  lifelong  pro- 
fessional colleague  and  personal  friend  of  poet 
Ezra  Pound,  still  lives  in  the  house  they  shared 
on  the  Calle  Querini  -  a  small,  tucked-away 
street  from  which  she  ventures  forth  daily  on 
her  never-ending  errands  in  keeping  alive  the 
work  of  Pound  -  answering  endless  inquiries 
by  post  and  graciously  hosting  guests  from  all 
parts  of  the  globe. 

But  unlike  most  of  Ms.  Rudge's  visits,  our 
talks,  shared  with  Robert  Hughes,  Margaret 
Fisher  and  Carol  Law,  centered  on  the  music 
and  operas  of  the  famous  poet.  We  also  heard 
Ms.  Rudge  talk  of  the  friendship  of  Pound  and 
Antheil  which  led  to  the  poet  commissioning 
Antheil  to  write  the  remarkable  violin  sonatas 
for  Rudge  to  perform.  Conversely,  Antheil 
worked  with  Pound  to  help  the  poet  realize 
several  ambitious  music  projects  which  resulted 
in  two  operas  (and  a  third  incomplete)  and 
several  chamber  orchestra  works  as  well.  Ms. 
Rudge  also  recalled  her  joint  effort  with  Pound 
in  salvaging  the  then-unknown  (!)  work  of 
Antonio  Vivaldi  in  the  1930's. 

Pound  (whose  centennial  arrives  in  1985) 
is  the  author  of  the  mammoth  and  multi- 
lingual Cantos,  one  of  the  best-known  and 
most-challenging  works  of  modern  times.  His

translations  of  poetry  from  numerous  tongues, 
classical  Chinese  to  Anglo-Saxon,  opened  new 
worlds  for  English-speaking  peoples,  and  as  a 
self-appointed  discoverer  of  genius,  his  aim 
was  most  often  uncanny.  Among  those  whose 
work  he  had  a  hand  in  developing  and 
launching  were  Robert  Frost,  T.S.  Eliot  and 
James  Joyce. 

Robert  Hughes,  a  long-time  devotee  of 
Pound's  writing,  had  met  the  poet  in  1958, 
and  in  1971  had  conducted  in  Berkeley  the 
world  premiere  of  the  complete  Pound  opera, 
Le  Testament.  While  I  had  stayed  for  only  a 
short  time,  Hughes  and  Fisher  remained  in 
Venice  throughout  the  fall,  visiting  Ms.  Rudge 
several  more  times. 

One  momentous  get-together  yielded  the  long- 
lost  missing  portions  of  Pound's  second  opera, 
Cavalcanti.  An  incomplete  manuscript,  held  at 
the  Pound  Collection  in  Yale  University's 
Beinecke  Library,  was  thought  to  be  the  only 
extant  version.  But  one  day  at  Calle  Querini, 
Ms.  Rudge  opened  a  suitcase  which  had  been 
tied  up  possibly  since  the  1930's,  and  another 
Cavalcanti  manuscript  was  found.  Collated  later 
in  New  Haven  by  Mr.  Hughes,  a  complete  work 
of  three  acts  emerged,  comprised  of  twelve  arias 
and  ensembles,  and  based  on  the  work   of  the 
13th  century  poet  Guido  Cavalcanti 

Now  Mr.  Hughes,  whose  tireless  promotion 
of  West  Coast  composers  most  recently  has  taken 
shape  through  his  commissions  for  the  Arch 
Ensemble,  which  he  co-directs,  has  announced 
that  the  Bay  Area  will  witness  the  world  premiere 
of  this  newly  discovered  work. 

On  March  28th,  at  8:00  pm  in  Herbst  Theatre 
(Civic  Auditorium,  San  Francisco)  Hughes  will . 
conduct  the  Arch  Ensemble  in  an  entire  evening 
of  music  by  Ezra  Pound,  concluding  with  a  con- 
cert version  of  Cavalcanti.  The  first  half  of  the 
program  will  feature  the  American  premiere  of 
the  original  1926  version  of  Le  Testament 
(texts  by  the  15th  century  poet  Francois 
Villon)  and  three  works  for  solo  violin, 
played  by  Oakland  Symphony  concertmaster 
Nathan  Rubin.  KPFA  will  record  the  event 
for  a  later  broadcast. 

Another  exciting  development:  Olga  Rudge 
will  come  from  Italy  to  attend  the  premiere 
and  supervise  the  re-creation  of  the  original 
concert  version  of  Le  Testament  in  which  she 
was  violin  soloist  in  1926.  On  that  occasion, 
members  of  the  audience  included  such  lumi- 
naries as  Hemingway.  Joyce,  Elion,  Cocteau, 
Mina  Loy,  Djuna  Barnes,  Sylvia  Beach  and 
Virgil  Thomson. 

Tickets  for  the  special  opera  concert  are 
available  via  the  SF  Symphony  Box  Office 
(431-5400)  or  BASS  outlets. 

Hughes*  five-month  Fulbright  residency  in 
Italy  has  yielded  more  than  just  the  Pound 
project.  Another  Arch  Ensemble  concert  this 
season  will  be  given  in  tribute  to  the  late  Oak- 
land Symphony  conductor  Calvin  Simmons. 
Scheduled  for  April  15th  in  St.  Mary's 
Cathedral,  the  centerpiece  will  be  Hughes' 
own  work  based  on  Italian  dialect  proverbs 
from  the  Veneto,  Puglia,  Tuscany  and  Sicily. 
Also  scheduled  are  works  by  two  younger 
Italian  composers,  as  well  as  pieces  by  John 
Harbison  and  Lou  Harrison,  dedicated  to 
Simmons'  memory.

Native  California  Women:  The  Guardians  of 
Tradition.  Prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  "American" 
and  European  settlers,  the  land  west  of  the 
Sierras  was  populated  by  over  500  tribes.  The 
variety  of  the  people  was  immense,  from  island 
cities  of  over  1000  in  the  Santa  Barbara  Chan- 
nel to  small  hunting  communities  of  a  few 
dozen.  Despite  this  diversity,  the  people  lived 
in  virtual  peace  and  harmony  —  with  each  other 
and  their  environment  —  for  over  three  thou- 
sand years.  Although  certainly  not  perfect, 
women  enjoyed  a  freedom  and  respect  not 
given  their  sex  in  other  parts  of  the  world.  In 
many  cases,  women  were  shamans  and  chiefs  — 
in  a  culture  which  based  its  leadership  op 
qualities  such  as  strength  and  personal  vision. 
Women  were  at  the  core  of  the  community 
as  food  gatherers,  mothers  and  guardians  of 
the  tribes'  health  and  traditions.  In  spite  of  the 
devastating  effect  of  the  "American"  conquest, 
many  of  their  strengths  enabled  them  to  sur- 
vive and  continue  to  be  active  today.  This  pro- 
gram examines  the  diverse  tribes  of  California; 
illuminates  the  role  of  women  in  the  family  and 
in  the  tribe,  in  relation  to  the  land  and  the 
world  of  the  spirit;  portrays  the  role  of  women 
as  mothers,  shamans,  chiefs  and  guardians  of  the 
the  tribes'  health  and  traditions.

Half-learned  men  pain- 
stakingly copied  them  onto  scraps  of  paper 
and  preserved  for  us  what  we  supposed  is 
probably  a  fraction  of  the  whole.    Joan  Trodden 
Keefe  presents  examples  of  these  poems,  a 
mixed  bag,  representingithe  period,  reading 
them  in  Irish,  in  English  versions,  and  playing 
recordings  of  those  sung  by  traditional  Irish 
singers.
